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Pig  Survey  Forecasts  Low  Hog  Production 

A  hog  production  in  1925  probably  as  small  as  in  any  year  in 
the  last  10,  and  an  acute  shortage  of  hog  products  in  1926  are 
indicated  in  the  December  1  pig  survey  made  by  the  depart- 
ment in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department  through 
the  rural  carriers. 


Results  of  December  1  Pig  Survey 
[Periods  covered:    December  1  to  June  1  (spring);   June  1  to  December  1  (tall)] 


The  survey  shows  a  decrease  of  28.2%  in  the  number  of  sows 
farrowing  in  the  fall  of  1924  in  the  country  as  a  whole,  from  the 
number  farrowed  in  the  fall  of  1923.  Because  of  a  somewhat 
higher  average  number  of  pigs  saved  per  litter,  the  decrease 
in  pigs  is  only  22.2%.  For  the  Corn  Belt,  the  decrease  in  sows 
farrowed  was  30.6%,  and  in  pigs  saved  was  23.4%.  Decreases 
in  the  other  regions,  while  large,  were  somewhat  less  than  in 
the  Corn  Belt. 

The  number  of  sows  bred  or  to  be  bred  to  farrow  in  the  spring 
of  1925  is  shown  as  94.3%  of  the  number  of  sows  that  actually 
farrowed  in  the  spring  of  1924,  for  the  United  States,  and 
89.6%  for  the  Corn  Belt.  Based  on  the  results  of  previous 
surveys,  which  have  shown  about  how  much  the  number  of 
sows  farrowed  has  fallen  short  of  breeding  intentions,  the  present 
survey  indicates  a  reduction  of  from  15  to  25%  in  sows  that  will 
farrow  in  the  Corn  Belt  in  the  spring  of  1925,  from  the  spring 
of  1924.  For  the  country,  as  a  whole,  a  somewhat  similar 
reduction  is  indicated. 

The  reduction  of  23.4%  in  the  fall  crop  in  the  CornBelt 
follows  the  reduction  of  over  17%  in  the  spring  crop  shown  by 
the  survey  of  last  June.  The  total  number  of  pigs  raised  in 
the  Corn  Belt  in  1924  was  probably  fully  19%  less  than  in  1923. 
Quantitatively,  this  represents  a  reduction  from  1923  of  between 
11,000,000  and  12,000,000  head,  or  around  7,000,000  in  the 
spring  crop,  and  4,500,000  in  the  fall  crop.  But  in  spite  of  the 
large  reduction  in  numbers  born,  the  market  movement  to 
January  1  of  the  1924  spring  crop  of  Corn  Belt  hogs  has  been 
almost  as  large  as  the  movement  to  the  same  date  of  the  1923 
spring  crop.  December  marketings  and  slaughter  in  1924  were 
the  largest  ever  recorded. 

The  reduction  in  sows  bred  this  fall  for  spring  farrowing 
compared  with  a  year  ago,  is  indicated  at  around  2,000,000 
head  in  the  Corn  Belt.  These  will  go  to  increase  the  winter 
market  supply  and  to  decrease  the  marketings  next  summer 
and  fall,  thus  making  the  decreased  supplies  of  the  marketing 
year  the  more  marked  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.

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Utilization  of  the  Corn  Crops  of  1923  and  1924 

A  study  of  the  utilization  of  the  corn  crops  of  1923  and  1924 
has  been  made  by  the  department  to  determine  how  much  of 
the  crop  is  actually  husked  for  grain,  and  cut  for  silage,  and  is 
hogged  down,  and  cut  for  forage.  Estimates  of  acreage,  yield 
per  acre,  and  production  have  been  made  for  many  years  for 
the  corn  crop  as  a  whole,  regardless  of  its  utilization,  the  esti- 
mated yield  per  acre  being  applied  to  the  total  acreage.  The 
method  of  estimating  has  been  well  understood  by  those  using 
the  estimates.  In  a  year  like  1924,  however,  it  is  important 
to  have  a  clear  understanding  of  how  the  crop  is  being  utilized. 

Ordinarily  much  of  the  corn  cut  for  silage  could  be  utilized 
for  grain  if  desired,  but  in  1924  much  of  the  corn  going  into 
silos  was  unfit  for  husking,  being  immature  or  frosted.  The 
immaturity  of  the  crop  also  increased  the  amount  cut  for  forage. 

The  recent  study  shows  that  of  the  105,012,000  acres  of  the 
corn  crop  of  1924,  87,838,000  acres,  or  83.6%  were  utilized 
for  grain,  compared  with  86.2%  in  1923,  6,090,000  acres, 'or 
5.8%  were  cut  for  silage,  compared  with  5.2%  in  1923,  and 
11,084,000  acres,  or  10.6%  were  used  for  hogging  down,  forage, 
etc.,  compared  with  8.6%  in  1923.     The  production  of  grain 


actually  husked  or  pulled  in  1924  is  estimated  at  about  2,026,- 
000,000  bushels,  compared  with  2,601,000,000  in  1923,  and  of 
corn  for  silage  at  37,698,000  tons,  compared  with  37,714,000 
tons  in  1923. 


Frost  Damage  to  Truck  Crops  in  California  and  Arizona 

The  frost  damage  in  December  to  lettuce  in  the  Imperial 
Valley  was  scattered  and  spotted  and  was  generally  limited 
to  maturing  heads  and  outer  leaves  which  are  trimmed  off  in 
packing.  Apparently  there  was  no  damage  to  young  stuff. 
The  maturity  of  growing  plants  has  probably  been  retarded 
and  the  development  of  large  sizes  restricted  for  January  move- 
ment. Lettuce  remaining  in  other  districts  of  California  avail- 
able for  shipment  was  mostly  injured  more  or  less  seriously. 
Some  injury  was  reported  in  Arizona.  The  Imperial  Valley 
and  Arizona  are  the  only  districts  worth  considering  for  the  rest 
of  the  winter.  The  effect  upon  other  truck  crops  was  hard  to 
determine  on  January  1.  Tops  and  outer  stalks  of  northern 
California  celery  were  injured  and  the  general  movement  of 
vegetables  was  temporarily  delayed  and  reduced  in  conse- 
quence of  cold  weather.

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Livestock  and  Meat  Situation,  November,  1924 

Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle,  calves,  sheep  and  lambs  was 
materially  greater  in  November,  1924,  than  for  the  same 
period  a  year  earlier.  Hog  slaughter  on  the  other  hand  was 
smaller  by  nearly  700,000  head.  The  average  dressed  weight 
of  all  classes  showed  a  decrease,  but  with  the  exception  of  hogs 
the  total  yield  of  dressed  meat  was  greater  than  for  November, 
1923.  The  total  dressed  weight  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  under 
Federal  inspection  shows  an  increase  of  over  28J4  million 
pounds;  calves  nearly  2  inillion  and  sheep  and  lambs  slightly 
mere  than  1,110,000  lbs.  Total  dressed  weight  of  hogs,  how- 
ever, was  nearly  150  million  pounds  less  in  November,  1924, 
than  for  the  same  month  of  1923. 

Exports  of  fresh  and  cured  pork  and  lard  were  much  lighter 
than  in  November,  1923.  Fresh  pork  exports  decreased 
5,098,971  pounds;  cured  pork  37,728,444  pounds,  or  approxi- 
mately 50%  and  lard  24,460,190  pounds.  Canned  pork  and 
sausage  exports  onthe  contrary  were  larger  in  November,  1924, 
this  gain  amounting  to  109,767  and  231,193  pounds,  respectively. 

The  average  live  cost  of  all  classes  for  slaughter  at  Chicago 
was  higher  in  November  of  last  year  than  in  November,  1923; 
hogs  showing  the  greatest  gain  which  amounted  to  $2.32  per 
100  lbs.  Cattle  averaged  60,  calves  46(4,  sheep  740,  and  lambs 
$1.64  higher  per  100  lbs.  This,  however,  was  not  reflected  in 
all  instances  in  the  prices  of  meats.  Good  grade  beef  carcasses 
averaged  470,  mutton  800,  and  lamb  $2.16  per  100  lbs.  less 
than  a  year  earlier.  Pork  cuts  on  the  other  hand,  with  the 
exception  of  hams,  were  higher.  Loins  showed  a  gain  of  $3.84, 
picnics  $2.82,  bacon  $3.18,  and  lard  $3.14,  while  smoked  hams 
averaged  $2.19  lower.  Veal  prices  were  around  30  per  100  lbs. 
higher.

Livestock  Movements  for  December,  1924 

Receipts  of  hogs  at  public  stockyards  in  December,  1924, 
were  the  largest  ever  recorded,  and  the  total  for  the  year  was 
also  greater  than  for  any  corresponding  period,  exceeding  the 

1923  figures,  which  held  the  record  up  to  last  year  bv  84,606 
head,  or  0.2%.  Compared  with  the  five-year  average,  the  1924 
totals  showed  an  increase  of  9,996,682  head,  or  22%.  Receipts 
of  cattle,  calves,  sheep,  and  lambs  for  December  and  the  j'ear 

1924  exceeded  those  of  the  corresponding  periods  of  1923.  The 
same  condition  was  true  of  cattle  and  calves  when  comparison 
is  made  with  the  December  and  yearly  averages  for  the  pre- 
ceding five-year  periods.  Sheep  and  lamb  receipts,  however, 
showed  a  decrease  when  compared  with  the  five-year  averages 
for  the  month  and  year. 

Relatively  high  prices  of  grain  feeds  were  largely  responsible 
both  for  the  heavy  marketing  of  meat  animals  and  the  reduction 
in  shipments  of  livestock  from  public  markets  to  farms  for  fur- 
ther feeding.  This  condition  was  most  apparent  in  the  case  of 
cattle  and  calves,  stocker  and  feeder  shipments  for  December 
falling  off  44,551  head,  or  12.6%,  as  compared  with  the  De- 
cember, 1923,  figures,  while  the  totals  for  the  year  1924  were 
587,477  head,  or  12.9%  less  than  those  for  1923. 

Somewhat  similar  conditions  were  shown  in  stocker  and  feeder 
shipments  of  hogs,  which  were  7,641  head,  or  16.6%,  less  in 
December,  1924,  than  in  the  same  month  of  the  previous  vear, 
and  322,676  head,  or  39.4%,  less  for  the  year  than  for  1923. 
The  monthly  and  yearly  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  ani- 
mals were  also  below  the  five-year  averages. 

On  the  other  hand,  shipments  of  sheep  and  lambs  back  to  the 
country  in  December  last  3^ear  exceeded  those  of  December, 
1923,  by  51,241  head,  or  33.2%,  while  the  yearly  totals  show 
a  gain  of  201,611  head,  or  4.5%  in  1924.  When  compared  with 
the  five-year  averages  for  the  month  and  year,  however,  the 
1924  totals  were  smaller,  the  December  shipments  being 
116,559  head,  or  36.2%,  and  the  yearly  being  95,452  head,  or 


2%, 


under  those  of  the  corresponding  five-year  averages.

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Cold  Storage  Report  January  1,  1925 

Apple  holdings  decreased  during  December  bv  the  equivalent 
of  777,000  barrels.  The  holdings  were  3,231,000  barrels, 
9,220,000  boxes,  and  1,174,000  bushel  baskets.  Total  holdings 
expressed  in  barrels  January  1,  1924,  were  9,696,000  and  the 
five-year  average  for  this  date  is  6,704,000. 

Creamery  butter  showed  an  out-movement  during  December 
of  approximately  35%  of  the  December  1  holdings.  There 
were  65,657,000  pounds  on  hand  on  January  1,  1925,  compared 
with  30,299,000  a  year  ago.     The  five-year  average  is  43,590,000. 

American  cheese  holdings  decreased  by  9,523,000  pounds. 
The  holdings  were  49,182,000.  Total  stocks  of  cheese  were 
67,590,000  pounds,  compared  with  77,594,000  December  1, 
1924,  67,221,000  January  1  a  vear  ago,  and  a  five-year  average 
of  53,982,000. 

There  were  1,059,000  cases  of  eggs  on  hand,  a  reduction  of 
2,043,000  cases  since  December  1.  The  holdings  were  approxi- 
mately 900,000  less  than  a  year  ago  and  200,000  less  than  the 
five-year  average.

There  were  21,149,000  pounds  of  frozen  eggs  on  hand  Jan- 
uary 1.  A  classification  of  45%  of  this  shows  whites  24%, 
yolks  29%,  and  mixed  47%. 

Total  holdings  of  frozen  poultry  showed  an  increase  of  about 
52%  of  the  December  1  stocks,  the  heaviest  stocks  being 
roasters  with  43,170,000  and  miscellaneous  frozen  poultry  with 
31,540,000  pounds.  Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  were  133,589,- 
000  pounds,  January  1,  1924,  had  93,434,000,  and  the  five-year 
average  is  92,769,000. 

Total  stocks  of  beef  increased  from  100,239,000  pounds  on 
December  1  to  142,862,000  January  1. 

Pork  also  showed  decided  increases,  total  stocks  being  642,- 
981,000  pounds,  compared  with  427,520,000  last  month.  A 
year  ago  there  were  708,869,000  pounds  on  hand. 

Total  holdings  of  meats  increased  by  282,891,000,  or  about 
47%,    during    December.     January    stocks   were    881,236,000.

Growing  weather  has  been  favorable  for  celery  in  Florida, 
and  the  crop  on  January  1  looked  fully  as  good  as  on  the  same 
date  a  year  ago.  Last  "year  the  shipments  were  around  7,000 
cars  and  with  almost  the  same  acreage.  This  year  present 
prospects  are  for  about  the  same  number  of  cars.  However, 
this  year's  crop  as  a  whole  will  move  considerably  later  than 
last  year's. 
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World  Flaxseed  Production  Shows  Gain 

The  world  supply  of  flaxseed  this  year  promises  to  exceed 
that  of  any  previous  year,  according  to  an  analysis  of  the  statis- 
tical returns  received  from  the  principal  flax -producing  countries. 
The  total  production  of  the  31  countries  for  which  figures  have 
been  compiled  is  estimated  at  132,388,000  bushels,  an  increase 
of  8,025,000  bushels,  or  6  per  cent,  over  1923,  when  the  total 
estimated  production  in  these  countries  was  124,363,000  bushels. 
The  record-breaking  crop  in  the  United  States  this  year,  esti- 
mated at  more  than  30,000,000  bushels,  or  nearly  double  the 
production  in  1923,  will  more  than  offset  the  decreased  pro- 
duction reported  for  Argentina  and  India. 

The  five  principal  flax-producing  countries  this  year  are: 
Argentina,  52,359,000  bus.;  United  States,  30,173,000  bus.; 
India,  18,480,000  bus.;  Canada,  9,751,000  bus.;  and  Russia, 
11,000,000  bus.  (estimated).  The  estimated  combined  pro- 
duction of  these  five  countries  is  121,763,000  bushels,  or  approxi- 
mately 92  per  cent  of  the  total  world  production.  The  figures 
for  British  India  represent  the  crop  harvested  in  1924;  for 
Argentina  they  represent  the  crop  sown  during  1924  and 
harvested  in  the  latter  part  of  1924  and  early  part  of  1925. 

Argentina,  which  normally  produces  about  55  per  cent  of  the 
world  supply,  still  retains  her  position  as  the  leading  flax -pro- 
ducing country.  The  United  States  this  year  outranks  India, 
which  usually  holds  second  place.  The  latest  reports  from 
Argentina  indicate  that  the  crop  for  this  season  will  fall  short 
of  the  1923-24  crop  by  some  6,000,000  bushels;  British  India 
shows  a  decrease  from  last  year  of  2,840,000  bushels,  while 
Canada  shows  a  gain  over  1923  of  2,611,000  bushels. 

The  estimated  production  for  Russia,  as  shown  in  this  sum- 
mary, is  11,000,000  bushels.  This  is  the  same  as  last  year.  No 
official  estimates  of  production  have  been  received  from  Russia 
so  far  this  year.  Unofficial  estimates  of  the  acreage,  however, 
received  earlier  in  the  year  indicated  increased  plantings  of 
flaxseed  this  year.  In  the  absence  of  any  definite  or  reliable 
information,  therefore,  regarding  the  crop,  the  flaxseed  harvest 
of  1923  has  been  used  as  a  basis  for  the  estimated  production 
for  1924. 

The  territory  comprising  European  Russia  before  tlie  war 
(1909-1913)  ranked  third  among  the  flax-producing  countries  of 
the  world,  with  an  average  annual  production  for  this  period  of 
19,673,000  bushels.  The  estimated  production  for  the  same 
territory  in  1924  was  approximately  13,978,000  bushels,  or  a 
decrease  of  5,695,000  bushels  from  the  pre-war  period.  The 
production  of  Poland,  which  is  not  included  in  either  estimate, 
is  estimated  at  2,738,000  bushels  in  1924,  as  compared  with  a 
pre-war  average  (1909-1913)  of  1,703,000  bushels.  Lithuania, 
Latvia,  and  Esthonia,  formerly  a  part  of  Russia,  have  a  com- 
bined production  this  year  of  2,978,000  bushels,  as  compared 
with  a  pre-war  average  of  2,812,000  bushels. 

Argentina,  British  India,  and  Canada  supplied  about  98  per 
cent  of  the  flaxseed  that  entered  into  international  trade  during 
the  calendar  year  1923.  The  principal  flaxseed  importing 
countries  in  the  order  of  their  relative  importance  in  1923  were 
the  United  States,  with  24,332,000  bushels;  United  Kingdom, 
15,153,000    bushels;    Netherlands,    7,743,000    bushels;    France 


6,167,000  bushels;  Belgium,  2,611,000  bushels;  and  Germany, 
2,206,000  bushels.  The  total  imports  of  these  countries  in 
1923  amounted  to  58,212,000  bushels,  or  approximately  90  per 
cent  of  the  total  movement  entering  into  international  trade. 

Before  the  war  the  average  annual  imports  into  Germany 
(1911-1913)  amounted  to  15,000,000  bushels,  or  slightly  less 
than  the  average  annual  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  for 
the  same  period.  In  1923,  as  indicated  above,  German  imports 
amounted  to  a  little  more  than  2,000,000  bushels.  The  imports 
into  the  United  Kingdom  in  1923  were  about  the  same  as  before 
the  war,  when  the  average  annual  imports  during  the  three- 
year  period  (1911-1913)  amounted  to  15,908,000  bushels.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  Netherlands  and  France,  while  the  1923 
imports  into  Belgium  were  less  than  a  third  of  the  importations 
before  the  war,  when  the  average  annual  imports  for  the  three- 
year  period  (1911-1913)  were  9,313,000  bushels. 

The  statistical  returns  for  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Nether- 
lands, Germany,  and  Belgium  for  the  first  10  months  of  1924 
indicate  that  the  imports  for  the  current  year  will  equal  or 
exceed  those  of  last  year.  The  imports  into  the  Netherlands 
for  the  first  10  months  of  this  year  already  amount  to  8,952,408 
bushels,  or  about  1,200,000  bushels  more  than  the  total  imports 
last  year. 

In  1923  the  United  States  produced  approximately  17,060,000 
bushels  of  flaxseed.  The  imports  of  flaxseed  and  linseed  oil,  in 
terms  of  seed,  for  the  12  months  ending  June  30,  1924,  amounted 
to  20,528,198  bushels,  making  a  total  supply  available  for  the 
3rear  37,588,198  bushels.  The  exports  of  linseed  oil,  in  terms  of 
seed,  amounted  to  140,174  bushels,  making  a  net  supplv  of 
37,448,024  bushels  for  the  12  months  ending  June  30,  1924,  as 
compared  with  38,242,514  bushels  during  the  previous  12 
months.  Exports  of  flaxseed  have  not  been  separately  reported 
since  December,  1922.     However,  the  exports  are  negligible. 

The  average  production  of  the  United  States  during  the  five 
years,  from  1919  to  1923,  was  around  10,700,000  bushels,  while 
the  average  annual  requirement  for  that  period  was  approxi- 
mately 30,000,000  bushels,  or  slightly  less  than  the  crop  of  flax- 
seed produced  in  the  United  States  this  year. 

A  rather  outstanding  fact  in  our  foreign  trade  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  was  the  further  decline  in  our  imports  of  linseed  oil, 
which  dropped  from  7,568,497  gallons  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1923,  to  2,378,620  gallons  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924, 
as  compared  with  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922,  when  our  im- 
ports of  linseed  oil  reached  the  record-breaking  amount  of  22,- 
494,050  gallons,  equivalent  to  8,997,620  bushels  of  seed. 

If  our  requirements  for  the  12  months  beginning  July  1,  1924, 
are  equal  to  the  average  for  the  past  two  years,  which  amounted 
to  38,000,000  bushels,  the  United  States  will  still  have  to  im- 
port the  equivalent  of  about  8,000,000  bushels  of  foreign  flaxseed. 
The  total  imports  of  flaxseed  and  linseed  oil,  in  terms  of  seed, 
from  July  1  to  October  31,  1924,  amounted  to  4,651,301  bushels, 
as  compared  with  6,497,219  bushels  during  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.

The  1925  Texas  Bermuda  onion  acreage  in  Webb,  Dimmit, 
Frio,  Zavalla,  La  Salle,  Maverick,  Travis,  and  Hays  Counties 
shows  a  decrease  of  approximately  10%  below  last  season.  In 
counties  other  than  Webb  and  Maverick  the  acreage  shows  a 
decrease,  while  in  Webb  and  Maverick  there  is  a  total  increase 
of  approximately  400  acres. 
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Record  Production  of  Certified  Seed  Potatoes 

The  production  of  certified  seed  potatoes  in  1924  reached  the 
record  total  of  7,293,000  bus.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  States  of 
Nebraska,  Maryland,  Idaho,  California,  Washington,  and 
Wyoming  which  States  certified  391,000  bushels  in  1923.  The 
total  certification  reported  for  1923  was  4,172,262  bus.;  for 
1922,  2,216,808  bus.;  and  for  1921,  1,410,970  bus. 

Of  the  varieties  certified,  Green  Mountains  lead  with 
2,616,360  bus.  followed  closely  by  Cobblers  with  2,384,126  bus. 
compared  with  1,657,998  bus.  and  932,113  bus.,  respectively, 
for  these  varieties  in  1923.  The  production  of  Spaulding 
Rose  jumped  from  207,141  bus.  in  1923  to  1,060,194  bus.  in 
1924  due  largely  to  an  increased  acreage  certified  in  Maine.

Maine. — Approximately  70%  of  the  total  production  is 
credited  to  Maine  where  14,699  acres  certified  produced 
5,052,681  bus.  which  includes  2,073,156  bus.  Green  Mountains, 
1,859,931  bus.  Cobblers,  and  1,059,094  bus.  Spaulding  Rose. 
About  55%  of  the  crop  was  reported  sold  up  to  December  16. 
The  market  is  in  a  state  of  confusion  although  the  demand 
has  been  good  and  sales  are  more  than  twice  those  of  last 
year  up  to  this  time. 

Minnesota. — A  50%  increase  is  noted  in  the  production  in 
Minnesota,  which  totals  777,800  bus.  Of  this  quantity, 
324,800  bus.  are  Cobblers,  288,700  are  Early  Ohios,  and  75,000 
bus.  Triumphs.  About  75%  of  the  total  production  will  be  for 
sale  and  this  supply  is  not  expected  to  meet  the  demand.  Prices 
for  Cobblers  and  Early  Ohios  have  ranged  from  550  to  750  per 
bu.  f.  o.  b.  shipping  point,  and  for  Triumphs,  $1.20  to  $1.35. 
So  far  most  of  the  Early  Ohios  have  been  sold  in  Indiana  and 
Ohio;  the  Cobblers  in  Missouri,  Kansas,  Illinois,  and  Iowa;  and 
the  Triumphs  in  Florida,  Louisiana,  and  Alabama. 

New  York.— On  1,332  acres  certified  in  New  York,  363,065 
bus.  were  produced,  over  half  of  which  were  Green  Mountains, 
the  remainder  being  made  up  mostly  of  Rurals,  Russet  Rurals, 
and  Cobblers.  Approximately  40%  of  the  crop  had  been  sold 
up  to  December  1.  The  early  varieties  are  quoted  at  $1.45 
and  the  late  varieties  at  $1.25  per  bu.  f.  o.  b.  shipping  point. 
A  heavier  than  normal  demand  is  anticipated.  The  heaviest 
demand  so  far  has  been  from  Long  Island  and  New  Jersey 
for  Green  Mountains. 
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Features  of  1924  Produce  Season 

Price  movements  of  fruits  and  vegetables  during  1924  were 
very  irregular,  chiefly  as  a  result  of  weather  conditions  which 
affected  plantings  and  production.  Drought  and  other 
factors  caused  relatively  light  production  of  far  western  fruits 
and  potatoes,  but  southern  California  cantaloupes  and  lettuce 
made  big  gains.  In  the  East  and  South,  most  fruits  and 
vegetables  showed  high  yields,  but  apples  were  a  short  crop 
nearly  everywhere.  Aggregate  potato  production  broke  all 
previous  records;  sweet  potatoes  in  the  South  were  an  ex- 
ceptionally light  crop. 

Apples  and  onions  grown  the  preceding  fall  closed  the  season 
in  the  spring  of  1924  at  low  price  levels.  Returns  on  south- 
eastern peaches  and  watermelons  and  on  Texas  onions  were  far 
from  satisfactory.  The  heavy  crop  of  Texas  cabbage  sold 
well.  Spring  lettuce  and  celery  made  a  strong  finish.  The 
mid-year  and  autumn  potato  markets  were  weak,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  abundant  supplies,  but  sweet  potatoes  advanced 
sharply. 

At  least  seven  products — potatoes,  grapes,  cabbage,  peaches, 
onions,  lettuce,  and  celery — were  shipped  in  heavier  volume 
than  during  any  previous  calendar  year.  Sweet  potato  move- 
ment was  lighter  than  at  any  time  since  1919.  Combined 
shipments  of  15  important  fruits  and  A^egetables  for  the  year 
were  about  737,600  cars,  or  1%  more  than  in  1923  and  2% 
greater  than  the  1922  volume,  as  shown  in  the  following  table;

In  addition  to  the  products  listed  above,  shipments  of  other 
fruits  and  vegetables  filled  approximately  200,000  cars,  as 
follows:  Oranges,  75,000  to  80,000;  mixed  vegetables,  25,000; 
grapefruit,  20,000;  dry  beans,  12,000  to  15,000;  lemons  and 
mixed  deciduous  fruits,  about  10,000  each;  plums  and  prunes, 
7,000;  cucumbers,  6,000;  cauliflower,  5,000;  string  beans, 
4,000;  and  several  thousand  cars  each  of  carrots,  cherries, 
cranberries,  peppers,  and  dried  fruits.  This  makes  the  total 
movement  of  fruits  and  vegetables  during  1924  nearly  1,000,000 
cars. 

Apples. — The  effect  of  heavy  supplies  of  apples  from  the 
large  crop  of  1923  is  plainly  seen  in  the  comparatively  low 
prices  to  jobbers  which  prevailed  in  early  1924.  Standard 
varieties  of  eastern  and  midwestern  stock  had  to  be  moved 
at  $l-$2  per  barrel  less  than  spring  prices  the  year  before. 
Stocks  in  cold  storage  were  unusually  heavy  throughout  the 
first  half  of  1924.  This  situation  was  reversed  in  the  autumn; 
crops  were  relatively  light,  partly  as  a  result  of  unfavorable 
spring  weather,  and  the  city  wholesale  prices  averaged  at  least 
$1  per  barrel  above  those  of  1923.  In  some  markets  the 
difference  was  $2.  At  western  New  York  shipping  points, 
best  Baldwins  were  selling  around  $5.50  f.  o.  b.  in  the  fall  of 
1924,  compared  with  $4  in  the  spring. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year,  medium  to  large  sizes  of  north- 
western Extra  Fane}-  Winesaps  ranged  only  slightly  below 
the  1923  levels  in  city  markets,  but  by  May  the  difference  was 
50c-$l  per  box.  Early  1923  saw  the  usual  advance  in  prices, 
about  equal  to  added  storage  costs,  whereas  in  1924  the  abund- 
ant supplies  kept  prices  almost  ^stationary.  The  relatively 
light  1924  crop  in  northwestern  producing  sect-ions  caused 
boxed  apples  to  sell  in  the  autumn  at  least  $1  higher  than  the 
previous  season's  ranges.  Instead  of  getting  $1.25-$1.40  a 
box  for  Winesaps,  as  thev  did  in  January,  shippers  received 
$2.25-$2.50  in  December.  ' 

Cabbage. — Florida's  cabbage  crop  was  two  and  one-half 
times  as  heavy  as  in  1923  and  south  Texas  broke  all  records 
by  producing  over  105,000  tons.  Naturally,  market  values 
were  depressed  and  southern  cabbage  sold  relatively  low  in 
early  1924.  Texas  stock  touched  $100  per  ton  to  jobbers  in 
March,  1923,  but  with  difficulty  reached  $75  last  year.     How- 


ever, the  season  was  generally  a  good  one  for  growers  and 
shippers  in  southern  Texas,  where  f.  o.  b.  prices  ranged  $25-$50 
a  ton.  At  other  southern  and  eastern  shipping  points,  early 
cabbage  sold  anywhere  from  $1  to  $4  per  barrel  crate. 

Though  the  price  trend  for  northern  cabbage  from  storage  was 
upward  during  the  first  part  of  the  year,  nothing  like  the 
previous  season's  high  levels  was  reached.  Fall  months  pre- 
sented a  striking  difference  between  eastern  and  middle-western 
markets,  when  compared  with  1923.  New  York  State  had  an 
abundance  of  Danish-type  cabbage,  while  the  crop  in  Wiscon- 
sin was  considerably  lighter  than  for  1923  and  1922.  Conse- 
quently, prices  to  eastern  jobbers  ranged  about  one-third  less 
than  the  year  before,  but  Chicago  and  other  central  markets 
averaged  about  the  same  as  in  late  1923.  Having  closed  the 
1923-24  season  at  $25-$45  per  ton,  f .  o.  b.  shipping  points,  New 
York  and  Wisconsin  Danish-type  opened  last  fall  at  $9-$15  and 
had  scarcely  reached  $20  by  the  end  of  December. 

Cantaloupes. — California,  the  leading  source  of  cantaloupe 
supply,  had  record-breaking  crops  in  1924.  In  the  Imperial 
Valley,  production  was  almost  a  million  standard  crates  more 
than  the  1923  crop.  Terminal  markets  reported  opening  sales 
at  $2.50-$4  per  crate,  compared  with  $3.75-$6  in  June,  1923, 
and  not  until  August  did  prices  advance  beyond  the  previous 
season's  levels.  Colorado  had  a  moderate  crop  of  good  quality, 
and  sales  averaged  somewhat  higher  than  the  year  before.  In  con- 
trast with  the  50^-750  per  standard  crate  received  by  shippers 
of  North  Carolina  Green  Meats,  f.  o.  b.  prices  on  Salmon  Tints 
in  Imperial  Valley  were  $1-$1.50  and  at  Rocky  Ford,  Colo., 
$1.60-$2.75  a  crate. 

EECORD-BREAKING    GRAPE    SHIPMENTS 

Grapes. — The  half-million  tons  decrease  in  California's  pro- 
duction probably  helped  to  strengthen  the  market  for  eastern 
grapes,  because  California  usually  furnishes  80  per  cent  of  the 
national  supply.  During  September  and  October,  New  York 
and  Michigan  Concords,  in  12-quart  baskets,  ranged  generally 
750-$l  in  eastern  cities  and  500-900  in  the  Middle  West.  New 
York's  crop  was  18,000  tons  more  than  in  1923,  and  Michigan's 
crop  7,000  more,  but  both  these  States  had  a  considerably 
lighter  production  than  in  1922.  Aggregate  shipments  from  all 
sources  were  about  67,100  cars,  thereby  exceeding  the  record  of 
any  previous  season. 

Lettuce. — Arizona  and  the  Imperial  Valley  of  California 
greatly  increased  their  lettuce  production  in  1924.  As  a  result 
of  the  heavier  supplies  and  rather  poor  quality,  both  western 
and  southeastern  stock  sold  at  low  prices  the  first  two  months 
of  the  year.  The  wind-up  was  strong.  By  March,  Florida 
Big  Boston  type  reached  $5  per  lj^-bushel  hamper  in  several 
consuming  centers,  and  western  Iceberg  type  had  advanced  to 
top  of  $6  a  crate,  compared  with  $3.50  the  year  before.  A  pro- 
portional rise  occurred  at  shipping  points.  California  Iceberg 
type  continued  to  range  $3-$6  in  New  York  City  during  the 
fall  months,  but  closed  the  year  at  $2.50-$3.  Crates  of  Big 
Boston  type  from  New  York  State  opened  in  the  metropolis  at 
250-$l  during  July,  and  advanced  to  a  range  of  $l-$2  as  quality 
improved  and  demand  increased.  Lettuce  shipments  in  1924 
broke  all  records  by  totaling  30,800  cars,  or  1,300  more  than  in 
1923  and  nearly  four  times  as  many  as  in  1919. 

Onions. — With  best  Yellow  Bermudas  jobbing  in  terminal 
markets  at  $1.50-$3  per  crate,  Texas  onion  growers  had  a  rather 
poor  season.  Most  sales  in  1923  ranged  $2-$3.50.  Ample 
supplies  of  northern-grown  onions  available  at  very  low  prices 
helped  to  depress  the  1924  level  for  Texas  stock.  After  start- 
ing at  $l-$2  or  higher,  the  f.  o.  b.  market  dropped  to  low  point 
of  900  per  crate  in  May.  Prices  of  sacked  yellow  onions  from 
the  North  declined  continuously  during  early  months  of  the 
year  and  closed  at  an  April  range  of  $1.50-$2.50  per  100  pounds. 
The  autumn  market  fluctuated  considerably,  found  its  pace 
in  November,  and  advanced  sharply  during  December. 

Peaches. — The  peach  crop  did  not  equal  that  of  1922,  but 
exceeded  51,675,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  45,400,000  in 
1923.  Production  was  heavy  in  Georgia  and  other  eastern 
and  midwestern  States,  but  light  in  the  Pacific  coast  region. 
Georgia  growers  are  reported  to  have  suffered  losses,  for  mar- 
kets could  hardly  absorb  the  liberal  supplies.  Following  the 
f.  o:  b.  range  of  $1.25-$2  per  6-basket  carrier  in  June,  Elbertas 
averaged  still  lower  in  July  at  $1.25-$1.35.  Better  returns 
were  received  for*the  North  Carolina  crop.  City  jobbing  prices 
early  in  the  season  averaged  250-$  1  per  crate  below  the  1923 
market,  but  a  noticeable  improvement  occurred  during  August 
and  September.  Peaches  from  the  intermediate  shipping  States 
were  sold  at  an  advantage,  and  the  western  New  York  f.  o.  b. 
price  in  September  was  $1.65-$2  for  bushel  baskets  of  best 
Elbertas. 
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Potatoes. — Main-crop  potatoes  grown  in  1923  had  a  fairly 
good  market  season.  Eastern  sacked  round  whites,  U.  S.  No. 
1  grade,  sold  during  the  early  part  of  1924  at  $1.65-$2  per  100 
pounds  in  consuming  centers  and  around  $1.50  f.  o.  b.  The 
Chicago  carlot  price  on  northern  round  whites  ranged  $1.10- 
$1.50,  with  shippers  at  north-central  points  getting  900— $1.20. 


Heavier  main-crop  production  in  the  East  forced  the  autumn 
jobbing  price  level  50^  below  that  of  the  spring,  but  lighter 
crops  in  the  far  West  helped  the  Chicago  market  to  open  at  a 
relatively  high  range  of  $1.70-$1.85.  As  successive  crop  re- 
ports showed  more  and  more  potatoes  available,  Chicago's 
price  soon  dropped  to  70i-$l.     The  autumn  market  in  Maine

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was  practically  unsatisfactory,  best  Green  Mountains  bringing 
only  500-800  per  100  pounds,  or  about  40%  of  the  spring  price. 
Returns  almost  as  low  were  reported  in  the  far  West,  but 
western  New  York  shippers  were  getting  800-$  1.10  f.  o.  b.  and 
other  regions  600-$  1. 

In  spite  of  heavier  crops  in  the  South,  new  potatoes  from 
Florida  sold  mostly  higher  than  in  1923,  influenced  no  doubt 
by  the  fairly  good  market  for  old  potatoes.  Texas  Bliss 
Triumphs,  on  the  other  hand,  were  cheaper.  Unusually  large 
production  in  the  Carolinas  and  Virginia  depressed  the  mid- 
year market.  Carolina  Cobblers  were  about  $1.75  per  barrel 
lower  than  the  year  before,  and  Virginia  stock  during  July  sold 
in  eastern  cities  at  a  range  of  $1.75-83.50,  or  $3  less  than  in  1923. 
F.  o.  b.  prices  in  numerous  shipping  sections  are  shown. 


Sweet  Potatoes. — Markets  for  sweet  potatoes  were  gradually 
recovering  from  their  demoralization  of  early  1923.  At  that 
time  eastern  stock,  packed  in  bushel  hampers,  could  be  bought 
in  eastern  cities  for  6O0-S1.5O  and  in  Chicago  for  $1.35-$2.10. 
The  record  1922  crop  of  109,400,000  bushels  had  left  many 
sweet  potatoes  on  hand  for  the  spring  trade.  In  1923  produc- 
tion decreased  11%  and  in  1924  another  27%,  with  subsequent 
price  advances.  Closing  range  of  $3-$4.50  last  April  was  in 
contrast  to  the  $1.40-$2.15  level  of  September,  1923.  The 
1924-25  season  opened  at  $2-$3.75,  followed  by  declines  and 
advances,  so  that  the  December  market  was  quite  strong. 
Tennessee  Nancy  Halls  closed  the  year  at  $2.25-$2.50  in  the 
Middle  West.  During  the  autumn  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia 
yellow  varieties  sold  to  jobbers  at  $3-$6.50  per  barrel.

Review  of  World  Agriculture 

November  15,  1924-January  15,  1925 

The  wheat  harvest  is  now  in  progress  both  in  Argentina  and 
Australia.  In  Argentina  the  official  estimate  of  190,000,090 
bushels  has  not  been  revised  and  is  still  taken  as  the  best 
available  measure  of  the  new  crop.  Threshing  returns  from 
the  northern  provinces  show  good  yields  but  in  the  south  some 
areas  are  yielding  little  more  than  seed.  Allowing  70,000,000 
bushels  for  food  and  seed,  the  Argentine  exportable  surplus 
from  the  new  crop  may  be  estimated  at  120,000,000  bushels. 
About  40,000,000  bushels  of  old  wheat  were  exported  in  the  last 
six  months  of  1924.  Assuming  that  the  new  crop  will  be  moved 
rapidly  on  account  of  present  high  prices,  the  total  export  in  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1925,  may  be  estimated  at  from  130,000,000 
to  140,000,000  bushels. 

The  wheat  area  reserved  for  grain  in  Australia  is  reported  to 
be  10,775,000  acres  as  compared  with  9,498,000  acres  in  1923. 
A  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  on 
January  15, 1925,  indicated  a  production  of  162,000,000  bushels, 
which  would  permit  an  exportation  of  110,000,000  bushels,  a 
quantity  which  has  been  exceeded  only  once  in  the  history  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Allowing,  however,  a  more  conservative 
figure  of  100,000,000  bushels  for  export  from  Australia  and 
130,000,000  bushels  from  Argentina,  the  total  exportation  for  the 
season  for  the  Southern  Hemisphere  may  be  estimated  at 
230,000,000  bushels,  subject  to  changes  in  production  forecasts 
and  conditions  of  demand. 

There  have  been  few  recent  changes  of  significance  in  wheat 
production  estimates  for  the  Northern  Hemisphere.  While 
there  is  no  possibility  of  supplying  the  deficit  countries  of 
Europe  with  as  much  wheat  as  they  consumed  last  year,  the 
effective  demand  for  wheat  in  Europe  has  weakened  perceptibly 
in  the  past  month.  It  is  evident  that  on  the  Continent  at 
least  higher  prices  will  result  in  a  definite  decrease  in  con- 
sumption. 

Reports  from  Russia  indicate  that  the  area  of  winter  grains  is 
no  larger  than  last  year,  but  that  weather  conditions  were  more 
favorable  for  germination.  Rumania  and  Czechoslovakia 
show  considerable  decreases  in  winter  seedings.  In  Hungary, 
cold  dry  weather  retarded  growth  of  wheat  and  caused  irregular 
germination.  In  other  European  countries  conditions  affect- 
ing fall  grains  have  been  generally  favorable.  In  India  and 
North  Africa  weather  conditions  were  favorable  to  seeding. 

Cotton  production  for  the  present  season  shows  a  considerable 
increase  over  last  year  in  every  important  producing  country 
for  which  reports  are  available.  The  United  States  leads  with 
an  increase  of  3,000,000  bales.  Egyptian  estimates  are  100,000 
bales  above  last  year,  and  Russia  and  Mexico  each  report 
75,000  bales  increase.  India  has  not  yet  made  a  forecast,  but 
reports  indicate  the  condition  of  the  crop  above  the  average. 
In  China  reports  from  consuls  indicate  a  larger  crop  than  last 
year.     No  official  rbport  has  been  received  from  Brazil. 

The  total  world  sugar  crop  for  1924-25  is  now  estimated  at 
24,500,000  short  tons  or  22,000,000  long  tons  as  compared  with 
22,000,000  short  tons  or  19,600,000  long  tons  in  1923-24. 
This  total  includes  16,200,000  short  tons  of  cane  sugar  and 
8,300,000  short  tons  of  beet  sugar.  European  beet  sugar  pro- 
duction on  the  basis  of  factory  estimates  will  probably  reach 
7,250,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  5,500,000  short  tons  in 
1923-24.  Commercial  estimates  of  the  European  beet  sugar 
output  run  as  high  as  7,800,000  short  tons. 

Exports  of  pork  products  from  the  United  States  in  Novem- 
ber reached  their  low  point  for  several  years.  The  decline  is 
greatest  in  lard  with  exports  of  49,000,000  pounds,  as  compared 
with  61,000,000  pounds  in  October  and  an  average  of  85,000,000 
pounds  in  the  vear  ending  June  30,  1924.  Bacon  exports  were 
only  about  15*000,000  pounds,  as  compared  with  22,800,000 
pounds  in  October.  Exports  of  hams  were  better  maintained 
but  were  lower  than  in  any  recent  month  except  Septem- 
ber, 1924. 

Bacon  prices  declined  steadily  in  British  markets  during 
November  and  the  first  few  days  of  December,  but  a  recovery 
set  in  about  the  middle  of  the  month  and  has  continued  through 
the  early  part  of  January.  Danish  bacon  averaged  $21.76  per 
hundred  pounds  at  Liverpool  during  the  week  ending  December 
3,  and  $25.92  during  the  week  ending  January  7.  Canadian 
bacon  has  risen  to  a  corresponding  extent,  but  quotations  on 
American  Wiltshires  have  shown  little  change. 

Little  change  has  been  noted  in  European  economic  condi- 
tions affecting  demand.  In  the  United  Kingdom  the  increased 
activity  in  cotton  manufacturing  continues,  but  on  the  whole 
there  has  been  no  appreciable  improvement  in  business  condi- 
tions.    Unemployment  is   slightly    higher   due   chiefly   to   the

Linters 

All  cultivated  varieties  of  cotton,  with  the  exception  of  Sea 
Islands  and  some  Egyptians,  produce  two  types  of  fibers  on 
their  seed  coats — a  long  fiber  suitable  for  spinning  and  a  short, 
somewhat  weaker  fiber  usually  called  fuzz.  The  long  fibers 
are  removed  and  baled  at  the  gins  and  constitute  the  cotton 
of  commerce,  while  the  short  fibers,  or  fuzz,  are  removed  in  a 
second  and  more  intense  ginning  known  as  "delinting"  or  "cut- 
ting" and  constitute  what  are  known  as  linters. 
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The  Price  Situation 

The  index  of  farm  prices  of  30  commodities  on  December  15 
stood  at  139,  an  increase  of  two  points  over  November  and 
two  points  over  December  of  last  year.  The  rise  was  due 
chiefly  to  an  increase  of  prices  in  the  grain  group  and  also  to 
seasonal  increases  in  the  prices  of  fruits  and  vegetables  and  of 
dairy  and  poultry  products.  The  index  of  wholesale  prices  of 
agricultural  products  compiled  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statis- 
tics stood  at  156  for  December,  an  increase  of  six  points  over 
November.  The  corresponding  index  of  nonagricultural  prod- 
ucts stood  at  163,  an  increase  of  two  points.  The  purchasing 
power  of  30  farm  products  in  terms  of  nonagricultural  products 
declined  from  86  to  85. 

Wheat. — Wheat  prices  continued  decidedly  upward  during 
December,  reaching  the  highest  level  since  the  spring  of  1921. 
A  substantial  decrease  in  the  visible  supply,  as  compared  with 
a  slight  increase  at  that  time  last  year,  was  an  important 
bullish  factor,  indicating,  in  connection  with  the  lighter  receipts, 
that  there  has  been  a  rapid  movement  of  the  grain  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  producers.  The  continuance  of  good  milling  de- 
mand for  both  winter  and  spring-  wheats  was  also  a  factor  that 
helped  to  maintain  prices.  On  a  basis  of  the  same  world  pro- 
duction of  wheat  it  would  seem  that  we  are  on  a  somewhat 
higher  price  level  than  the  one  which  was  quite  constantly 
maintained  from  1918  to  1924,  but  not  up  to  the  pre-war  level. 
The  1918-1924  level  would  indicate  an  average  farm  price  in 
February  of  something  like  $1.30,  whereas  in  December  it  had 
already  reached  $1.41.  On  the  pre-war  level  the'f-arm  price  in 
February  for  a  world  crop  of  this  size  at  the  present  general 
level  of  prices  would  be  about  $1.65. 

Corn. — The  average  monthly  price  of  No.  3  yellow  corn  at 
Chicago  advanced  to  $1.20  for  December  over  the  November 
price  of  $1.11.  Corn  seems  to  have  reached  a  price  about 
consistent  with  the  size  of  the  crop,  though  an  uncertain  factor 
in  the  price  situation  is  the  exact  condition  of  the  crop  with 
respect  to  feeding  quality:  If  the  feeding  quality  turns  out  to 
be  no  poorer  than  has  been  anticipated,  and  if  the  heavy  ship- 
ments of  light  hogs  from  the  farms  continues,  there  would 
seem  to  be  little  basis  for  any  pronounced  rise  in  the  price  of 
corn  within  the  next  few  months,  beyond  the  usual  seasonal 
increase.  The  farm  price  of  corn  in  many  sections  this  year 
will  be  the  market  price  plus  the  costs  of  transportation, 
making  the  farm  price  in  many  sections  which  usually  produce 
a  surplus  higher  than  normal  relative  to  the  markets. 

Cotton. — The  closing  quotations  of  middling  spot  cotton  in 
10  markets  for  December  was  23.40  cents  a  pound  as  com- 
pared with  a  price  of  23.63  in  November,  and  34.39  a  year  ago. 
The  price  ranged  from  22.69  on  December  1  to  24.44  on  De- 
cember 29,  and  seems  to  have  stabilized  around  24  cents  for 
the  estimated  crop  of  13,153,000  bales.  Foreign  takings  con- 
tinue strong,  the  exports  being  about  1,000,000  bales  greater 
than  for  the  same  period  of  the  last  season. 

The  market  is  beginning  to  estimate  the  1925  acreage.  If 
the  acreage  of  cotton  follows  the  winter  prices  of  cotton  in  1924, 
as  it  has  for  the  past  10  years,  the  cotton  growers  will  plant 
at  least  10  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  Unusually  cold 
weather  this  winter  in  Northwestern  Texas  and  Oklahoma  may 
result  in  better  yields  in  1925,  owing  to  the  probable  killing  of 
many  weevils  in  hibernation. 

Hogs. — In  spite  of  record-breaking  receipts  of  hogs  during 
December,  the  price  of  hogs  swung  upward  throughout  the 
month,  contrary  to  the  usual  price  movement  at  this  season. 
The  shortage  and  consequent  high  price  of  corn  were  reflected 
in  an  increased  receipt  of  light-weight  animals;  but  with  the 
prospect  of  greatly  reduced  receipts  later  on,  even  these  were 
cleaned  up  at  advancing  prices.  Ordinarily  the  price  of  hogs 
in  April  is  about  15  per  cent  higher  than  in  January.  With  a 
crop  of  11,000,000  less  hogs  from  the  Corn  Belt  this  year,  as  com- 
pared to  last,  and  with  marketings  of  the  current  season  to  date 
practically  as  large  as  those  of  a  year  ago,  greatly  reduced  receipts 
and  a  continuance  of  the  upward  swing  in  prices  seem  certain. 

Beef  cattle. — The  price  of  beef  cattle  on  the  Chicago  market 
reached  high  levels  during  the  latter  part  of  December,  as 
compared  with  prices  earlier  in  the  month.  According  to  the 
preliminary  estimate  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  there 
are  only  86  per  cent  as  many  cattle  on  feed  in  the  11  Corn 
Belt  States  as  there  were  last  year,  which  would  indicate  a 
decrease  in  the  receipts  this  winter  and  next  spring,  as  com- 
pared with  the  receipts  last  year.  Reports  bear  out  the  market 
opinion  that  a  large  part  of  the  cattle  on  feed  are  being  used  to 
salvage  soft  corn,  and  will  be  given  but  a  short  feed.  The 
probability  is,  therefore,  that  the  marketings  will  continue 
heavy  during  January,  but  will  fall  off  greatly  after  that  month, 
especially  during  April  and  later. 


Butter. — -December  butter  prices  on  the  average  were  slightly 
higher  than  those  of  the  previous  month,  which  is  to  be  expected 
at  this  season,  but  it  seems  likely  that  the  high  point  of  prices 
has  been  passed.  Very  heavy  movements  out  of  storage  re- 
lieved the  storage  situation  slightly,  stocks  on  January  1  being 
only  51  per  cent  above  the  five-year  average  for  that  date, 
as  compared  with  an  excess  of  57  per  cent  on  December  1. 
Current  reports  indicate  that  production  is  being  maintained 
at  about  the  same  level  as  that  of  last  year.  With  heavy  stocks 
both  here  and  abroad,  and  weak  foreign  markets,  the  trend  of 
prices  will  probably  be  downward  to  the  end  of  the  winter 
season. 

Lambs. — During  Christmas  week  the  price  of  lambs  reached 
the  highest  point  of  any  December  on  record,  $19.25  being  paid 
for  a  suitable  quota.  This  was  due  partly  to  the  high  value  of 
pelts,  but  largely  to  the  embargo  on  live  poultry  placed  by  New 
York  against  certain  important  shipjnng  States,  resulting  in  an 
increased  demand  for  live  lambs  for  eastern  shipment  to  sup- 
ply the  Kosher  trade.  The  shortage  of  corn  has  delayed  the 
marketings  of  western  lambs,  and  the  high  prices  have  been 
shared  chiefly  by  Corn  Belt  farmers. 

The  business  situation. — In  spite  of  the  lull  in  business  which 
ordinarily  occurs  after  the  holidays,  conditions  favor  further 
business  progress,  but  with  sufficient  tempering  influences  to 
prevent  any  undue  expansion.  The  outstanding  feature  of  the 
year  just  past  was  the  great  increase  in  business  optimism  that 
began  early  in  November,  after  a  series  of  months  that  on  the 
whole  had  been  unprosperous.  Of  equal  importance  to  farm- 
ers was  the  increase  in  the  price  of  a  number  of  farm  products, 
which  resulted  in  increased  incomes  in  certain  sections  and  re- 
stored confidence  in  the  ultimate  return  of  agriculture  to  a 
prosperous  level.  As  an  indicator  of  the  future  condition  of 
industry  it  is  significant  that,  at  a  time  when  a  falljng  off  is 
to  be  expected,  the  production  of  iron  and  steel  in  the  United 
States  has  increased  to  85  per  cent  of  capacity.  Though  some 
increases  in  interest  rates  have  occurred,  the  money  market 
remains  a  favorable  factor  for  business  development. 

The  all-commodities  index  number  of  wholesale  prices  of  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  has  risen  from  153  in  November 
to  157  in  December,  chiefly  in  response  to  an  increased  demand 
for  metal  products  and  building  materials,  and  to  increased 
prices  for  farm  products.
